Our national debt Is a time-bomb 
pointed .squarely at the heart of the 
financial security of the United 
States. It now stands at approxi- 
mately 8285,000 
million, or 
about $1,680 for 
every man, wo- 
man and child 
In the country 
— and (fs get- 
ting bigger 
every year. 
Unfortunately, 
mo s t people 
have become so 
discouraged a- 
bout the size of 
the debt they 
have tried to 
keep their heads burled In the sand 
in the foolish hope that if they 
Ignore the obligation long enough 
it will quietly walk away and dis- 
appear. 

Unfortunately public debts, like 
private debts, don't disappear un- 
less they're paid. Someday, some- 
how, every penny of that $285,000 
million must be paid. 

Up until recently nobody was 
doing anything effective about re- 
payment. This attitude led to a 
general fiscal irresponsibility in 
Government which resulted In three 
extensions of the temporary debt 
celling during the past four years 
and one extension of the permanent 
celling. In other words, during a 
period of comparative peace and 
prosperity we were so far from 
reducing the national debt that we 
were actually inceasing it. 

As a result of this fiscal irrespon- 
sibility the taxpayers of this coun- 
try are now paying out more than 
$8,000 million a year simply in in- 
terest on the debt without reducing 
the principal by as much a single 
"penny. And, very soon this sum 
will be Increased. 

The payment of Interest on the 
national debt is the second largest 
Item in the Federal Budget, sur- 
passed only by defense costs. Out of 
every dollar you paid last month In 
Income taxes, eleven cents went to 
pay the interest costs and our na- 
tional obligation wasn't even slight- 
ly affected. We are all In the posi- 
tlon of a householder who has been 
making regular payments on his 
home for years and then finds he 
has been merely paying Interest 
and is no closer to owning his re- 
sidence than he was the first day 
-be signed the contract. 



But — here is the most Ironic 
aspect of the situation — it would 
be far cheaper for us if we em- 
barked on an orderly program for 
the payment of the national debt 
than if we continued Indefinitely 
this unjustifiable policy of just 
paying the annual interest and 
leaving the problem of the princip- 
al up to our posterity. For instance, 
if the Federal Government Institu- 
ted a plan, beginning with fiscal 
19H1, by which we would pay off 
a minimum of one percent of the 
present debt every year for the 
next hundred years, the total cost 
of eliminating the obligation over 
that period would come to $778,000 
million. But, if we were to continue 
this morally and economically un- 
justifiable^ policy of merely paying 
the Interest on the debt each year, 
the total cost to the taxpayer over

The 
maximum pav scale has been In- 
creased from $3,400 to $5,100. The 
county now stands at the top In 
salaries for Its school teachers, 
which permits us to select the best 
qualified teachers for our children. 
"There have been more deeds 
recorded in the past eight years in 
Princess Anne Countv than there 
were from fhe time the countv was 
organized up to 1951. 

"You have seen the county set 
up a police commission which has 
the authority to hire, fire, select 
and train Its police personnel, and 
there again, I believe Our strongest 
opponents will admit, we have one 
of the most efficient and courteous 
police forces that can be found 
anywhere.

the century would be $860,000 mil- 
lion and we would still owe the 
$285,000 million we owe today! 

With these startling facta In 
mind and with a deep sense of obli- 
gation toward our posterity, I join- 
ed Congressman Jim Wright of 
Texas on June 1st In submitting a 
Bill and Concurrent Resolution 
similar to ones he had previously 
submitted in the House, which 
would, If approved, commit the 
D.S. to just such an orderly pro- 
gram of debt retirement over the 
next hundred years as I have out- 
lined above. Approximately twenty 
Other Members have joined Con- 
gressman Wright in his crusade 
and the gathering enthusiasm for 
this Idea has given us all consider- 
able hope that, eventually, we can 
achieve constructive results. 

The benefits which the nation 
would derive from the plan trans- 
cend the "purely mercenary ad- 
vantages I have mentioned. The 
plan, if adopted, would help mater- 
ially to stop the dangerous Infla- 
tionary spiral that has been threat- 
ening us all. The Federal Govern- 
ment's credit, which is in sad dis- 
repair at the moment, would be 
strengthened. And, we Would be 
serving notice to the rest of the 
world that the U.S. intends to stay 
in business for the next hundred 
years and that we are looking 
forward to these years with cor* 
fidence. 

But, to me, the main benefit to 
be derived from this plan Is that 
it will enable us to keep faith with 
posterity. We have built this debt 
up, to a great extent, through our 
oWn Federal extravagence. It 1s 
unconscionable that we should ex- 
pect our children and our chil- 
dren's children to pay our bills 
for us. 

Where would the money come 
from? Through economies effected 
In, particularly, our domestic civil- 
ian spending programs. This would 
challenge the vision and leadership 
of Congress. It would also require 
considerable restraint and self-dis- 
cipline on the part of the American 
public. 

I have faith in the moral fiber of 
our people. I am convinced that 
the American people would wel- 
come an economy program if it 
resulted In the elimination of this 
great mountain of indebtedness. I 
feel certain in my heart that the 
American people, once apprised of 
the facts, would insist that Uncle 
Sam stop being a <fcad-beat. This 
legislation, if approved, would do 
j usttha. t 
just that.

A:^lfc»l#^W6ite!k Area 
Director of the Virginia Division 
of Ww Veteran** Claims, a State 
agency which assists veterans and 
survivor* to obtain their lawful 
benefits, announces the following 
Information: 

Word has been received that the 
president approved a law on May 
19, 1958 which authorises a 10 per 
cent increase In benefits for retired 
railroad workers and for their 
widows and orphans, effective 
June 1, HN5S. A surprising feature 
of this aew law Is its provision 
that after Its effective date rail- 
road retirement payments shall not 
be counted as income for yeterans 
Administration disability pension 
purposes. 

Under the Railroad Retirement 
Act, prior to passage of this new 
law, retired railroad workers who 
are war veterans eligible for pen- 
sions could waive enough of their 
retirement pay to rei!uce their total 
income to within the pension in- 
come limitations. Many had taken 
advantage of this feature. Now, 
under this new act of Congress, 
no railroad retirement pay counts 
as Income for pension purposes, 
and all waivers can be cancelled, 
permitting receipt of full retire- 
ment pay, plus veterans pension. 

It is reported that the President 
did not like that part of the new 
law which contained the income 
exemption proviso, but he signed 
the bill because he favored the In- 
crease In railroad retirement bene- 
fits and could not veto a portion 
of the bill without killing the whole 
measure. It is too early yet to 
forecast the teaction of otherwise 
eligible veterans for whom the law 
x 




does not permit waivers and ex- 
emptions on other types of retire- 
ment Income.

The income limitations 
do not apply In the ca«e of Spanish- 
American War veterans. 

Full information on eligibility for 
non-service connected death pen- 
sions may be obtained from any

The veteran's service must have 
been as follows: 

Spanish-American War — The 
veteran must have had 90 days' 
service, unless he was discharged 
sooner for a service-connected dis- 
ability. He also must have been 
discharged under conditions other 
than dishonorable. 

World War I — The veteran 
must have had 90 days' service, un- 
less discharged sooner for service- 
connected disability; or he must 
have been receiving or was entitled 
to receive compensation or retire- 
ment pay for a service-connected 
disability incurred during the war; 
and was discharged under condi- 
tions other than dishonorable. 



World War II and Korean-Con- 
flict period — The veteran must 
have been discharged under condi- 
tions other than dishonorable and 
(1) at time of death was receiving 
or was entitled to receive compen- 
sation or retirement pay for a ser- 
vice-connected disability; or (2) 
must have served at least 90 days, 
unless discharged sooner for a ser- 
vice-connected disability, and at 
time of death had a definitely as- 
certainable service-connected dis- 
ability, 

Widow* and unmarried children 
under age of 18 (age 21 if attending 
a VA-approved school) of deceased 
veterans of these wars or conflict 
may be eligible for pension if they 
meet the income-limitation condi- 
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Otherwise qualified children who 
become permanently incapable of 
self-support because of « mental or 
physical defect before reaching age 
18 may receive pension as long as 
the condition exists or until they 
marry. If there is no widow, or if 
the widow Is Ineligible through re- 
marriage or other reason, the child 
or children of a World Wer I, 
World Wer II or Korean-conflict 
period veteran may become eligible 
fop pension provided their other 
Incomes do not exceed $1,400 each. 

Widows and dependent children 
of veterans who have died of ser- 
vice-connected caused may be eligi- 
ble for death compensation or de- 
pendency and indemity compensa- 
tion. Full details on eligibility for 
these benefits may be obtained 
from any VA office.

You 
probably know something about 
your rlghjs and benefits under that 
system but did you know you have 
obligations toq? 

For example, have you checked 
your social security record in re- 
cent years? Do you know whether 
all your earnings have been cor-, 
rectly credited to your social secu- 
rity account? If your answer Is 
"no" to these questions you should 
take action now. Social security 
records should be checked at least 
once every three years and the 
sooner you go about It the easier it 
is to correct any errors In your 
earnings record. This applies to you 
whether you are working In your 
own business or for someone else 
as an employee. Remember that 
your retirement, disability and sur- 
vivors benefits depend on the social 
security record of your earnings. 
It's an easy thing to do, too. Just 
tell your nearest social security 
office you want to check your re- 
cord. They have a special post- 
card with which you can request 
a statement of your earnings. 

Another obligation you have, If 

en run your own business, Js to 
ep complete and accurate re- 
cords. If you do, you will help your- 
self greatly when you apply for 
fecial security benefits. If you 
work as an employee it's a good 
idea to keep in a safe place your 
copy of the W-2 form that all 
employers are required to give you 
♦very "year, it can be useful when 
you apply for benefits. 
* Also you should make it a point 
\o telephone or visit your social 
security office two or three months 
before you retire, to learn what 
jproofs you will need when you do 
apply.

Growing Menace of Mail Order Obscenity Cited 



(Editor's Note: This is the 
third article of a current aeries 
published In the public interest 
on the growing menace of ob- 
scene mall, and what can be 
done about it. A fourth article 
will follow in a few weeks.) 
A million American boys and 
girls of high school and junior 
nigh school age 'may receive ob- 
scene literature and pictures in 
the mi(l this year, even though 
they neither wanted or solicited It, 
Postmaster Merrell M. Nash Jr. 
said today. 

The Postal Inspection Service, he 
stated, on the basis of available 
facts has estimated that dealers 
In fmut are sending such materials 
to children at a rate of 700,000 to 
1.000,000 mailings a year. 

"It is quite possible that children 
here in ^Bayside are unwittingly 
being carried on lists used by mall 
order pornography houses to solicit 
sales of their filthy materials," 
Postmaster Nash said. 

The local Post Office has } ilneil 
in an intensive campaign launched 
nationally by Postmaster General 
Arthur E. Summerfleld to stamp 
out what the Postmaster Oenarel 
has described as "a vile racket of 
huge proportions." 

Using first class postage which 
protects the mail from inspection, 
filth peddlers send out lewd circu- 
lars by the hundreds of thousands, 
soliciting orders from youngsters 
for obscene movies, photographs, 
comic books, slides and. similar ma- 
terial. 
"It is shocking to realize," Post- ' 



master Nash said, "that sales of 
such trash amount to half a billion 
dollars a year, by Post Office esti- 
mates." 

In a recent speech, he noted, 
Postmaster General Summerfleld 
stated that police records and 
sociological studies show that a 
link exists between addiction to 
pornography and the increasing 
rate of sex crime. 

The Postmaster General also 
pointed out that juvenile delin- 
quency and the distribution of 
pornographic materials have been 
growing in parallel. A Senate* com- 
mittee ha.- reported that one out 
of everv five boys in the ntftion, 
from ages 10 to 17, has been taken 
into court on a juvenile delinquency 
charge. 

In investigations of armed rob- 
bery, extortion, embezzlement, and 
forgery, authorities often find that 
those guilty were early collectors 
of obscene pictures and films, 
Postmaster Nash said. 

"And," he added, "it Is well 
known that almost all sex criminals 
prove, 1 1 have a long record of 
obsession with pornographic and 
aadiatk material. Children who 
may never be exposed to this 
material could nevertheless be 
victims of these distorted crimi- 
nals who have been exposed to it." 

Congress, as far back as 1865, 
made it a federal offense to mall 
obscene matter. The Post Office 
has lent Its fullest support to such 
legislation, b u t commercialised 
pornography has continued to 
grow. It has doubled in just the 



pest five veers, and the Poll 
Hoe Department predict! that, 
less a concerted nation-wide "W« 
is waged against it, it Will 
again over the next' four years.

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rni>ntpluyment Compensation 
. My Kalph Robey 

Thla Is the time of year when 
Washington U really humming. 
Labor legislation, the budget, for- 
eign policy, foreign aid, taxes, un- 
employment compensation, and a 
host of other problems are all In 
the limelight. In later columns one 
after another of these will be con* 
atoered, but the Issue of changing 
eur unemployment compensation 
system has now advanced to a 
point legislatively where It deserves 
analysis. 

As everyone knows unemploy- 
ment compensation is a system in 
which the Federal Government 
collects a 3 per cent tax upon the 
wages of employees and the tax Is 
paid entirely by the employers. 
Of the sum collected all but a 
small fraction of one per cent la 
left with the States for their use in 
making unemployment compensa- 
tion payments. The States deter- 
mine both the amount and the dur- 
ation of the payments. The States 
also set the requirements which 
must be met if one ia to receive 
such payments. These requirements 
may be stated as so and so many 
weeks of work, or they may be in 
dollars earned. Among the States 
there la a fairly wide difference on 
all of these points, aa the States 
have attempted over the v ears to 
fit the system to their Ideal condi- 
tions. 

Bills have been Introduced in 
both House and Senate to change 
the present system. These bills 
would require each State to pay, 
benefits to all eligible claimants 
for a uniform duration of 39 weeks, 
as contrasted with present State 
laws, most of which provide vari- 
able duration up to 2(1 weeks. The 
bills would also require each State 
to raise its maximum weekly bene- 
fit to % of the average weekly 
wage jn the Statf. If these bills 
were to become law the result 
would be to federalize determina- 
tion of unemployment benefit poli- 
cies. The Administration has asked 
for an increase in the tax base 
from the present $3,000 to $4,200. 

The Ways and Means Committee 
has completed rather extensive 
hearings on the House bills. Much 
of the testimony was carefully pre-

pared and outstanding. Labor 
spokesmen were in favor of the 
proposals, but most of the other 
witnesses were opposed. 

From the point of view of in- 
fluence upon the members of the 
Committee perhaps the most Im- 
portant-statement was tlfat of Rev- 
erend Joseph M. Becker, SJ. of 
the Institute of Soda) Order at St. 
Louis University. He opened hy 
pointing out that over the years 
there has been continuous debate 
over what he said "might be called 
the competitive and welfare con- 
cepts—the one emphasizing indi- 
vidual responsibility for the pay- 
ment of unemployment benefits, 
the other, collective responsibility." 
And he emphasized that we always 
have Worked under a compromise 
of these* two points of view. Then 
he added: 

"I believe ... a more viable com- 
promise . . . can be achieved by 
making use of a distinction whose 
pivotal importance ia becoming pro- 
gressively clearer. I refer to the 
distinction between normal and 
abnormal periods of unemployment 
and to the different roles that un- 
employment benefits have to play 
in each situation." 
» He then went ahead two pro- 
grams—one "for periods of normal 
unemployment and emphasizing 
the competitive approach, and a 
supplementary program designed 
for abnormal periods and making 
greater use of the welfare ap- 
proach." 

In Father Becker's opinion the 
present State system should be 
permitted to meet the first need, 
and a new, special system might 
be considered to take care of the 
need. He did not spell out the de- 
tails of the special program, but 
he insisted that it must be kept 
entirely reserves, and all the rest 
of the requirements different. 

There is no factual basis for say- 
ing that this particular line of ar- 
gument was controlling In the 
decision of the Committee, but It 
is a fact that the Ways and Means 
Committee has tentatively conclud- 
ed that it will not recommend a 
federalization of our unemployment 
compensation systemi'HmaV advise 
a slight increase in Ihe tax rate, 
which is greatly to bf preferred to 
lifting the base upon which the 
tax is .levied. But aside from this" 
possible change our system will re- 
main fundamentally as It Is today, 
except as the individual States 
decide to alter it to meet their own 
problems. 

Both economically and politically 
this is, a development of supreme 
importance. There was great dang- 
er that this move could not be 
stopped, and we all owe a debt of 
gratitude to those responsible for 
preventing the proposals from f* 
ing through.

'Song of the Mach-ing Bird' 
—Profile of a Some Boom

The phenomena of the sonic I Ma aarapt and explosive sound 
boom have been widely publicized heard on d bright, clear day makes 



but it still Is a mystery to a am 
jority of the general public. 

The sonic shock wave Is a pri- 
mary by-product of supersonic 
flight. Sonic booms have been 
generated by airplanes for the past 
nine years. At first these were 
made in screaming dives, then 
shallow descents, and we can now 
generate them in level or climbing 
night. Navy airplanes, now being 
tested, are being flown beyond a 
Mach number of 2, and these air- 
craft will be In the fleet soon. 
(MACH — A unit of speed measure- 
ment named after Austrian physi- 
cist Ernst Mach. Refers to the 
speed in relation to the speed of 
sound. Thus Mach A is half the 
speed of sound and Mach 5 la five 
times the speed of sound.) 

To create v a sonic boom which 
will be heard on the ground, an 
airplane must be moving at a true 
airspeed in excess of the ground 
level speed of sound. (At sea level 
the speed of sound Is, 760 miles 
per hour.) The sound wave heard 
on the ground moves with the air- 
plane at the same speed. It detaches 
from the airplane and continues in 
the direction of flight. The shock 
wave gradually diminishes with its 
main strength centered at the point 
of former attachment to the air- 
plane. 

Two primary pressure waves are 
formed by an airplane in super- 
sonic flight, the bow wave and 
the tail wave. There are many 
others— on the wings, empennage, 
etc., but these two are the pressure 
waves generally heard oh the 
ground. The sudden brief change 
in atmospheric pressure generated 
by the waves create the boom or 
booms heard. 

Initially the bow wave 1b saucer- 
shaped, but sweeps hack aa the 
speed Is increased. The shape of 
tnis wave depends upon the shape 
of the nose of the airplane and its 
speed. The tall pressure wave Is 
of lesser magnitude. A person or 
persons at any point where this 
conical shock wave touches the 
ground will hear two booms If the 
time interval between the two 
waves Is .1 second or greater, or 
one boom If the time interval is 
.1 second or less. 

The following significant factors 
affect the sonic pressure wave: 
Airplane fitness ratio, fuselage 
length, Mach number, altitude, and 
flight path; wind direction and 
velocity; temperature gradient; and 
atmospheric losses. 

The airplane designer controls 
the fineness ratio and fuselage 
length. The pilot can control Mach 
number, altitude and flight path, 
hut aerologlcal effects can alter 
his control in Increasing or de- 
creasing boom possibilities. 

Some of these effects, such as 
wind direction and velocity, temp- 
erature, and their gradients, are 
generally Vnown or predictable. 
Unfortunately, only the fact that 
some aerologlcal phenomena aid 
and some hinder booms in reaching 
the ground is generally known. 
Further, aerologlcal factors vary 
widelytrom day to day, even hour 
to hour. 

For example, 1.1 Mach at 30,000 
feet under standard atmospheric 
conditions will generate a shock 
that can be heard on the ground. 
At the same altitude, flying with 
an Improbable 100 knot headwind, 
a Mach number of 13 is required 
to create a ■ boom heard on the 
ground. Conversely, a tail wind 
lowers the supersonic Mach num- 
ber required tb generate a boom 
heard on the ground. 

Present knowledge indicates that 
temperature affects the wave pro- 
pagation by reducing the magni- 
tude as the temperature Increases 
toward the ground (standard 
atmosphere) and by' maintaining 
the magnitude under inversion 
conditions. 

These aerologlcal effects pJay a 
large part in the generation' of 
explosive sounding sonic booms. 
In order to understand the pres- 
sures involved, consider the follow- 
ing analogy. A loud, close thunder- 
clap produces a .3 to 3.0 psf pres- 
sure wave, (psf - pounds per square 
foot). The noise hea/d In a boiler 
factory Is the result of a continual 
approximate 1.0 jpf pressure wave. 
A sonic boom Is created by pres- 
sures that can range from .1 psf 
to a. maximum recorded 33 psf, de- 
pendent upon Mach number and 
distance from the source. This 
boom can generally be heard 15 
miles on either side of the flight 
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Here, among oar latest anaV 
als, yonH find exactly the Uft- 
eteam yoaVs pktared. for hllthaa 



It reasonable to expect the non 
boom wise population to react in 
a number of ways. 

In the case of Window glass, 
installation often Is completed with 
residual pressure points remain- 
ing. Tinas, these pressure points 
canst uaacjuM stress factors and 
the frequency and magnitude of 
the pressure wave may shatter the 
glass more easily. Under present 
building codes, a pressure of the 
order of 70 psf is required to do 
naajor structural damage to 2"x4" 
joists and to new plaster. Old 
cracked plaster can Mill at much 
lower a e t s ear s . 

The Navy is currently Investi- 
gating and settling claims from 
sonic booms. Oddly enough, ex- 
perience hat shown that hi a great 
number of cases, the cracks In 
walls and celling believed attribu- 
table to sonic booms are in actual 
fact old cracks that have been 
there unnoticed for some time. Un- 
fortunately window glass is not 
m the same category. tStaea claims 
are usually paid if necessary sup- 
porting facts of a boom Incident 
can be established. 

It is not known what magnitude 
of a sonic boom causes 'chickens 
to fly Into fences and kill them- 
selves; or live stock to abort; or 
caged predatory animals to eat 
their young, but each of the above 
has happened. 

CJenerally, flying supersonic out 
to 1,8 Mach above 36,ooo lee* will 
product booms of annoying, but 
not destructive force, urteas flying 
at large downwind values. Super- 
sonic flight above 1.3 Mach between 
35,000 and 20,000 feet can produce 
loud ahd sometimes ^destructive 
booms, again depending upon wind 
values at the flight altitude, super- 
sonic flight below 20,000 feet and 
above 1.2 Mach will usually cause 
damage to some windows and 
sometimes to fowl or caged fweda- 
tory animals. 

Other airplanes in the local area 
of the airplane generating a sonic 
shock wave are subject to the 
heard, but rather an abrupt dis- 
changing pressures. *to noise is 
turbance similar to clear ah- turbu- 
lence Is felt. 

It has been suggested that indi- 
vidual commands maintain a sonic 
boom log when ashore, noting time, 
place, altitude, and direction of 
supersonic flight in order that the 
pilot and squadron can aid hi con- 
trolling unexplained sonic booms 
and further aid investigators. 

When claims for alleged sonic 
boom damage are received, it is 
usually necessary to contact the 
commands in the general area of 
the reported boom(s) to verify the 
reports. 

In the Tidewater area It is quite 
difficult and sometimes impossible, 
due to the large number of com- 
mands concentrated here, to pin- 
point the parent squadron of the 
aircraft creating the boom. 

Pilots are being Indoctrinated 
and tactical areas are assigned to 
combat indiscriminate sonic booms. 
Since our present airplanes go 
supersonic very easily. 

It Is our intent to publicize sonic 
booms for what they are, annoying 
but only destructive in a limited 
amount under abnormal conditions. 
A better understanding of the sonic 
boom by the public and a sincere 
effort on both sides will reduce its 
occurrence and effects.

With heifers under one year, the 
problem of proper feed, shade and 
escape from files is more import- 
ant than with year-old heifers, the 
younger they are the more atten- 
tion they need and the closer the 
diet must be watched. Young 
calves can handle only a small 
quantity of rough feed because of 
their small rumens. Milk is easiest 
for a calf to utilize and grass from 
pasture Is probably the most diffi- 
cult. Concentrates in proper form 
can be digested largely in the third 
and fourth stomachs, but rougher 
feeds need the rumen for proper 
digestion. 

A calf must have milk or a good 
replacer up to at least 60 days, 
high protein concentrate mixtures 
up to eight or nine mohths, free 
choice high quality legume and 
grass hay beginning about 10 days 
of age, good quality corn silage 
after four months, and limited pas- 
ture until nearly one year. After 
one year, a combination of the 
best quality hay, silage, and pas- 
ture can produce normal growth 
to two years. 

Because of the - differences in 
size of heifers, It is best u breed 
by weight, irather than age. Hoi' 
stein heifers should be at least 800 
pounds. Guernseys 630 pounds, and 
Jerseys 550 pounds. Some heifers 
reach these weights by 15 months, 
but in our area, most take longer. 

Calves forced to get their nu- 
trients from grass tend to become 
"pot-bellied." This condition ,mav 
become so extreme that the calf 
does hot outgrow it. The younger 
the calf, the more easily it may be 
stunted. 

Danger of internal parasites is 
another detrimental effect of too 
much pasture where young calves 
are concerned. These parasites are

During the pasture season, 
farmers should attempt to make 
proper use of this economical form 
of feed, but should take several 
important facts into consideration. 
Age of animals must be consid- 
ered in the proper use of pasture. 
Calves, especially, benefit froni 
sunlight and from small quantities 
of grass. Exercise also is benefi- 
cial. However, extreme use of pas- 
ture and extreme exposure to sun- 
light and files should be avoided. 
Even a yearling heifer should 
not be forced to obtain all of her 
nutrients from grass. She needs 
to be provided shade and a dark 
area to escape from files and the 
sun's heat. 

While grass is fine feed, heifers 
on grass alone will not eat enough 
to meet their needs. They need to 
be fed plenty of good quality ' hay- 



parasites are suspected, 
the advice of a veterinarian is de- 
sirable. 

Older animals also need special 
attention and should not be forced 
to shift for themselves. Some 
farmers do a good Job for calves, 
but their heifers at calving time 
are small and in poor condition 
because their older heifers had 
been neglected.

Permanent .pasture will need a 
helper during the summer months. 

Sudan grass or pearl millet will 
help provide additional grazing for 
livestock during the critical pas- 
ture months. Either crop grows 
best when permanent pastures are 
likely to be least productive. 

A third to one-half acre of sudan 
grass or pearl millet will usually 
provide enough grazing for one 
animal during the critical period. 
The productive period of this sup- 
plemental pasture can be length- 
ened by seeding half the acreage 
early and the rest a month to six 
weeks later. Either crop can be 
seeded any time now up until 
about July 1, and should be ready 
for grating to 8 weeks after 
seeding. 

Recommended varieties for Su- 
dan grass for Virginia are Certi- 
fied Greenleaf, Certified Piper, and 
Sweet Sudan. Recommended va- 
rieties of millet are Certified Gahl- 
1 and commercial Pearl Millet. 
Gahl-1 is a new variety and has 
been very good in experiments, 
but Is not generally available yet. 
When using millet, be sure to get 
pearl millet and not foxtail millet. 
Foxtail millet will not recover after 
grazing. 



cumbers, muskmelons, and snap 
beans. Reports of outstanding re- 
sults are coming in from other 
states. | 

How much does It cost? The 
cost of enough black polyethylene 
plastic (1.5 mils thick) needed to 
cover an acre ranges from 1150 to 
$300. Plastic film manufacturers 
plan to market a film which is I 
mil thick at a cost of about half 
that. The original cost may be re- 
duced by using the plastic on a 
second and possibly a third crop. 

Certain principles need to be 
followed when you use plastic 
mulch. Fertilize land before apply- 
ing plastic. Land should be fairly 
level and moist. Plastic should be 
applied smoothly and edges buried 
to avoid blowing. Apply either over 
the row of between rows. 

Buy plastic that has been per- 
forated — one-fourth inch holes 
every 6 Inches. On small areas, 
holes can be punched with a knife. 
Lay plastic after plants, such as 
tomatoes, are set. When planting 
seeds like snap beans and corn, 
lay plastic first and plant seeds in 
punched holes. More practical 
methods of handling the plastics 
are being sought by researchers 
and farmers. 

Before trying to use plastic 
mulch, be sure to consider the dis- 
advantages, such as cost, the prob- 
lem of apply It, and now to get it 
off the land before plowing. It 
does have certain advantages. It 
controls weeds without the harm- 
ful effects that may be caused by 
some herbicides. It increases soil 
temperature, forcing seeds to germ- 
inate earlier and plants to grow 
faster. And it reduces water loss 
caused by evaporation. 

Meanwhile, familiar and still 
good are such mulching materials 
as sawdust, peat moss, and other 
organic materials.

Virginia's ports in general and 
Hampton Roads In particular made 
their greatest contribution to the 
State's economy during 1957, ac- 
cording to the University of Vir- 
ginia in a study just announced by 
Frank A. Ernst, Chairman of the 
Virginia State Ports Authority. 

The Impact study, prepared for 
VSPA by 'the University's Bureau 
of Population ,and Economic Re- 
search, estimated at $18,243,653 the 
total of all taxes in 1957— Income 
and business taxes paid to the 
State and local communities — 
directly due to and generated ha 
waterborne commerce of Virginia's 
ports. This was an increase of 3 
million dollars — or 19.7 per cent 
— over the estimated tax for 1956. 

The study also reported that 
totatrwagergenefated by the Slate's 
port commerce was $209,682,386, a 
15.9 per cent Increase over the pre- 
ceding year, and 5 per cent of all 
the wages paid in the State in 
1957., 

Total employment from water- 
borne commerce In Virginia also 
reflected the general Increases In 
ports business recorded since 1953. 
Jobs 4 were up more than a thou- 
sand, to 42,556 In 1957, an increase, 
of 29.7 per cent over the Iwse year 
of 1953, the study reported. 

The survey reported that during" 
the years 1853-1957, when employ-/ 
ment due to waterborne commerce 
in Virginia increased 29.7 ner cent, 
overall employment In the State 
was rising 4.2 per cent. 

During 1957 the rest of Virginia 
gained more new jobs from the 
Increases in ports commerce than 
the Hampton Roads area. Ports- 
generated employment at Hampton 
Roads actually declined 439 jobs 
In 1957 as compared to 1958, while 
employment In other areas of the

Anniversary Ball

It will laok like 1909 at Khedive 
Temple Mosque on June 13. The 
Ttinplc will be marking Its 50th 
anniversary with a costume ball, 
llluHtrous Potentate Alfred E. El- 
liott presiding. Prizes will go to 
the most <hie 1909 attire. The hour 
is 9:00 p.m. 

Dr. Daniel A. Poling, Imperial 
Shrine Chaplain and nationally 
known Christian Journalist, editor 
and youth counselor, was to have 
spoken to Khedive Temple mem- 
bers June 9. Word has been re- 
ceived that Dr. Poling Is ill and 
will not be \h\e to fill the engage- 
ment. The session has been can- 
celled. 

Khedive received a dispensation 
to organize a temple at the Im- 
perial Council session In Louis- 
ville. Ky., on June 9, 1909. A char- 
ter was granted at the session In 
New Orleans, one vear later, April, 
1910. By the time of the New Or- 
leans meeting the local Shrinera 
had organized sufficiently to have 
a patrol In the colorful parades 
that accompanied the Council ses- 
sions there. 

For the first seven years Khe- 
dive Temple met on the top floor 
of the old Masonic building, but 
building a new Mosque was the 
subject uppermost in their minds. 
A building committee was named 
In lftli. and in r938 the corner- 
stone for the present Mosque, at 
Freemason and Duke Streets, was 
laid. The membership at the time 
of the cornerstone laying was 1522 
Nobles, of which 95 were charter 
members. Today there are more 
than 4800 members, of which 24 
are charter members. 

Today the public sees' the Khe- 
dive name and emblem, the cresc- 
ent and scimitar, In many places, 
notably on the window of the Oys- 
ter Bowl game office at 301 West 
York Street. From this office plane 
are made for the annual football 
game sponsored by Khedive Teoi-

Q. I'm a man 28 years old and 
have a wife and three children. 
I've worked under social security 
for the past six years and have 
earned over $5,000. each year. How 
much could my wife and children 
receive If I should die? 

A. Your wife could receive a 
lump sum death payment of 1255 
and monthly payments of 1254. 
Monthly payments would continue 
until your youngest child reaches 
age 18, however, they would be 
less than $254 after the oldest child 
reaches 18. 

Q. I never worked under social 
security and never served in the 
armed forces, nor have I work in 
railroad employment. Will social 
security pay any benefits to my 
wife if I should die? 

A. No. Nothing is payable under 
situations of this kind. 

Q. I'm a man, age 40, and I sup- 
port my widowed mother. I am try* 
ing to provide protection for her 
in case I, should die. I am fully 
insured, having worked more than 
10 years under social security. Can 
I count on social security benefits 
for my mother? 

A. Since your mother receives 



her full support from you, she can 
receive parent's benefits at your 
death, If she Is over S3 at that 
time. 

Q. I'm a working mother with 
two children, ages 1 and 3. I do 
not want social security deduc- 
tions from my pay as I don't ex- 
pect to work more than five or six 
years. Why can't I refuse social 
security and keep my money? 

A. Social security coverage is 
provided by law and except for a 
few special situations there is no 
choice as to whether one will or 
will not be covered. In your case, 
you are carrying very valuable 
insurance for your children. 

Q. I'm retiring next month at "88 
years of age and have a wife, age 
50, and a child, age 28, who has 
been totally disabled since birth. 
I know I will be entitled to bene- 
fits, but I want to ask about my 
wife and child. Isn't there some- 
thing social security can do for 
them? 

A. The Social Security Act pro- 
vides monthly benefits for disabled 
children and for a mother who has 
such a child In her care. From 
your question it appears that vour 
wife and child may be eligible to 
receive monthly benefits. You 



should see your social security 
representative as soon as possible. 
Q I am a widower receiving 
$$8.50 per month from social se- 
curity. I want to marry a lady who 
receives $57.00 per month aa a 
widow. She says we cant 'marry 
as she would lose her $57.00 and 
we can't live on my $98.50. Is she 
right? 

A. Under the law, we can pay 
the lady an amount equal to one- 
half of your benefit Immediately 
after your marriage. 

Q. My Job Is covered by social 
security and I have ' a wife and 
two small children. What social 
security benefits, if any, could my 
family expect to receive in the 
event of my death? 

A. There are two payments your 
family could receive In the event 
of your death. The first payment 
would be a lump-sum death pay- 
ment and secondly, there would 
be monthly benefits for your 
widow and children until the 
youngest child reached age 18. 
Your widow would be entitled to 
benefits again at age 62.

all; it is the reflection of a nation 
finding. Itself in an Impossible posi- 
tion and taxing drastic measures 
to attempt to get back to a condi- 
tion which makes continuation fea- 
sible. Germany in its great inflation 
might also have been cited. 

The letter ends with this ques- 
tion: "Would- the retired people on 
fixed incomes be retired at all with 
any kind of Income if it were not 
for America's mighty, inflation 
nourished productive power?" We 
have many millions of retired per- 
sons in "this nation, and their re- 
tirement has not been hurt rather 
than helped by inflation. Even with 
the many increases which have 
been made In social security, the 
real purchasing power of the pen- 
sions not provided them with an 
easy life. Those who are living 
on their own savings have had a 
drastic shrinkage of purchasing 
power. * 

Now what does the record show 
about inflation and growth? 

First, it shows that there can be 
growth in periods of falling prices, 
stable prices, and rising prices. No 
one likes general falling prices, but 
we need price flexibility, with 
some prices declining, and some 
rising. In this way we can attain 
at least reasonable price stability 
overall, .and that will contribute 
more to sustainable growth than 
either rising tor falling price levels. 

Can't Escape Inflation 'Fallout' 

Second, there Is no method by 
which the public can protect itself 
against Inflation. -Some persons may 
gain, but their gain will be at the 
expense of other persons. There 
Is, in short, no method by which 
one may guard himself against in- 
flation. 'The most he can do is 
lessen Its bad effects upon himself. 

Third, there is no basis for as- 
suming that it is possible to have 
a price rise of two or three percent 
a year are inviting economic dis- 
aster. 

Finally, a rising price level is 
not conducive to rising production. 
Business does not, and in general 
will not, make an investment on 
the assumption that prices will be 
higher and higher. An investment 
is made on the basis of possible 
profits at current prices.

AM*' BROWN I'SHI NEW 
HYHTKM OF HAY CUBING 

Alec Brown of Kempsvllle is the 
firtft in Princess Anne County to 
try the new system of hay drying. 
Alee and one of his close neighbors, 
John Cogliandro, have recently 
purchased a new hay drier. This is 
a portable unit that can be moved 
from one farm to another. 

The unit in itself is all of the 
equipment that is necessary. No 
piatfotms or wagons are needed to 
get satisfactory curing. 

The hay Is stacked in a rectangu-' 
lar shape. The hay that he was 
curing the other day, when I was 
at his farm, was stacked about 18 
feet wide, 40 feet long, and about 
8 feet high. Through the length 
of the stack of hay, a natural tun- 
nel was made for the air to pass 
through by separating two bales 
at the bottom and putting a bale 
over the top of this so that there 
will be a hole for the air to pass 
through from one end of the hay 
to the other. At any point on the 
Side or top you could feel a good 
blast of hot air coming through the 
hay. There were no spots where 
not air could not be found in a 
plentiful supply coming through 
the hay. 

Alec had already cured some 
Alfalfa Hay and at the time I was 
up to his farm was curing some 
Pasture clippings and both, of these 
of excellent quality. 

This really seems to revolutionize 
the hay drying because it does eli- 
minate all of the expensive equip- 
ment that we used to think went 
along with the drying of hay. How- 
ever, this unit is still made more 
economical by the fact that it is 
portable and can be moved from 
farm to farm or from place to place 
on the farm and, therefore, can be 
used for the drying of other crops 
such as corn and small grain that 
may be harvested at a rather high 
moisture content. Therefore, this 
unit can be put to a very good use 
on Alec's farm for many practices 
other than Just the curing of hay- 
It looks like a real good investment 
for Alec and John. 



Princess Anne County. Several of 
our crops may have been Injured 
to some extent by the severe dry 
weather and of- these crops I sup- 
pose that potatoes have suffered 
more than any of our others The 
Irish Potatoes had already been set 
on the vines and we needed the 
water very badly in order to grow 
these potatoes to a profitable size. 
Carlton Etherldge at Back Bay, 
Va. decided that he had a good 
prospect of potatoes In view, but 
without rain he would not receive 
a satisfactory yield, therefore, he 
decided to make his own rain. Two 
weeks ago he bought an irrigation 
system to irrigate hit, 65 acres of 
potatoes. Not only does he plan 
to Irrigate his potaoes during ab- 
normally dry weather, but he Is also 
anticipating the irrigation of other 
crops. Crops such as snap beans, 
cucumbers, and strawberries will 
all respond from a plentiful supply 
of water. 

So it looks like Carlton is going 
to have a good potato crop whether 
it rains or wether he makes his 
own rain. • 
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FARMER PREPARING FOR 
CORN CROP HAKVKST 

The trend toward more storage 
is still continuing in Princess Anne 
County. Billy Malbone of Route 2, 
London Bridge, is now erecting 
four 2,000 bushel capacity storage 
bins. 

Drying and storing corn on the 
farm is a good practice. In fact 
It pays dividends on an average of 
9 out of every 10 years. This Is due 
to the fact that the price of corn 
usually increases as we get away 
from the time of harvest. There- 
fore, by holding the corn for a 
higher price it means more- net 
money from our corn crop. 

Other farmers have also found 
that drying and storing on the farm 
pays big dividends. Prior to this 
year five other farmers in the 
county had storage bins and driers. 
Bryan Dudley has two bins, Walter 
and D. B. Hill have six, Perrv and 
Mac Brougliton have two, Willard 
White and son Robert have six and 
Cameron Munclen has two which 
this year will be used bv Frank 
Williams. 

All of these have been purchased 
within the last two or three years 
and «#eim to hr. pctshlishtrn* a 
trend towards better marketing of 
corn, k u my nape mai n.ore 
farmers will look Into the possibili- 
ties of securing grain storage faci- 
tilities so that they too can take 
advantage of better market prices 
thoughout the season rather than 
being penalized by having to sell 
all of their crop at harvest time. 

QUANTITY AND QUALITY

The Agricultural Committee con- 
cerns itself basically with the spon- 
sorship of the 4-H Baby Beef Pro- 
ject In Norfolk and Princess Anne 
Counties, plus other agricultural 
projects of vital Interest to the 
farm people and the agri-business- 
men of this area. Other members 
representing Princess Anne Couty 
on the committee are Mrs. L. J. 
Basnight, Mr. John Potter, and 
Mr. Graham White. 



Whltehurst at Rack Bay, Thomas 
Hutchings at Oceana, and John 
Contog in Blackwater. 

For the most part we are using 
this material at different rates of 
application and with different 
methods of application. Rufus Jor- 
dan and John Contos will be apply- 
ing four pints of the material per 
acre in a 10-inch band Immediately 
above the row. Kenneth Whltehurst 
will be using the same rate, how- 
ever, he will use the over-all spray 
methods; in other words he will 
spray the entire area of ground 
using 4 pints to the acre. Thomas 
Hutchings at Oceana is using an 
over-all spray also, however, he is 
using one gallon per acre. 

The company that manufactures 
the product recommends the band 
placement of the herbicide in order 
to cut down on the cost, however, 
in these demonstrations we are 
trying several different methods 
in order to see for ourselves in our 
own locality what the material will 
actually do under several different 
circumstances. The material cost 
84.75 per gallon so it has a cost 
of approximately $2.37 with the 
band placement used; $2.37 where 
i gallon was used on the 'over-all 
spray and $4.75 per acre where 1 
gallon was used on the over-all 
spray. So we will be able to deter- 
mine through very close observa- 
tions what this material will do 
under three different situations. 



FORT STORY NEWS 



FARMERS DEMONSTRATE NEW 
SOYBEAN VARIETY 

The new early soybean variety 
that has not even been named yet, 
but goes under a number, will be 
demonstrated by two farmers in 
Princess Anne County this year. 
These demonstrations are for your 
observation and in order to make 
a satisfactory decision about this 
new variety, farmers should avail 
themselves of the opportunity to 
view these demonstrations. 

Thomas Hutchings of Oceana, Va., 
planted his beans on May 28. Frank 
Williams at Back Bay, will demon- 
strate the variety by planting it 
after small grain. This will give 
us an opportunity to see what this 
new variety will do planted at two 
different times— planted early and 
also late. 

This variety is an early one, be- 
ing about a week earlier than the 
Dorman variety, and -should work 
very well as a late planted bean. 
Due to the fact that it requires 
fewer days to reach maturity this 
should fit in very well as a good 
variety behind Irish Potatoes or 
Small Grain. 

We will report to you through 
our column the progress of these 
demonstrations and call attention 
to the location of both so that you 
will have an opportunity to view 
them from time to time in order 
to he|p you make a decision about 
the planting of this variety next 
year. 



JUNE IS DAIRY MONTH

is important economically to people 
in Princess Anne County in that 
we derive a large portion of our 
agricultural income from the dairy 
business. Not only is dairying im- 
portant from an economic stand- 
point, but it is very Important from 
a nutrition standpoint. Mrs. Deal, 
Our Home Demonstration Agent for 
Princess Anne County, tells me 
that dairy products are essential in 
every person's diet. She says that 
not only do infants and people in 
HI health need milk, but every in- 
dividual needs from 2 to 3 glasses 
of milk a day. Now there are a 
lot of ways in which you can get 
this milk; You can get it in its 
whole form or through the many 
products that can be made from 
milk. 

Since June Is dairy month, let's 
make a whole hearted effort to have 
exery one in our family drink their 
quota of milk. Also let's serve some 
of the dairy desserts and dairy 
drinks that are so well liked in 
all families. 

I don't want to close without say- 
ing, that I'm the self-appointed 
official home-made ice cream sam- 
pler for Princess Anne County. 
June is an Ideal month for making 
that freezer full of ice cream. When 
you do please call on me to come 
to your home and sample your Ice 
cream. Keep In mind that it takes 
about a quart to make an accurate 
sample test. Regardless of how busy 
I may be you may be sure that I 
will be at your place when the 
ice cream Is ready to make my 
official taste test.

School Board Seeking Federal Aid 
To Relocate Oceana Elementary School 



The Princess Anne Coortty School 
Board voted Monday to seek fed- 
eral aid in relocating the Oceana 
Elementary School since the jet 
aircraft taking off and landing at 
the Oceana Naval Air Station pre- 
sent a "verv serious hazard to 
1,300 school children." 

According to School Superintend- 
ent Frank W. Cox, the Board is 
appealing for Federal aid since 
the school lies 3,108 feet from the 
end of an' Oceana jet runway. 

The school board Is appealing to 
Congress and the Department of 
the Navy through Rep. Thomas N. 
Downing for money to relocate the 
school. 

**, . . The school plant has been 
rendered practically useless for in- 
structional purposes In view of the 
distraction caused by the noise, as 
well as fear in the minds of a 



number of the school children," 
the resolution said. 

The noise factor has rendered 
operation of the school "ineffec- 
tive," Cox asserted. 

He estimated the cost of replac- 
ing the school "on a quuntitaive 
basis" at about $800,000. He said 
no plan has been drawn up con- 
cerning a new location." 

"I negotiated with the Navy six 
or eight years, and the problem 
became accentuated when Oceana 
became a jet base," Cox said. 

"I have received only sympa- 
thetic understanding." 

The original school was erected 
in 1907, a frame building now 
used for storage. A more modern 
high school was occupied in 1929. 
Xn elementary school addition was 
made In 1945 with 10 more class- 



Another 10-classroom addition 
was made in 1962. The plant now 
houses about 40 classrooms for 
1300 children. 

"We believe that the education 
and safety of more than 1, BOO school 
children makes it Imperative that 
the school be relocated at the 
earliest possible moment . , . ," 
the resolution said. 

"It is the feeling of this board 
that while the Naval- Air Base 
located at Oceana is of untold value 
to the security of the nation, it Is 
also the feeling of this board that 
It U a very serious hazard to the 
1,300 school children; and further, 
that it Is the rightful responsibility 
of the federal government to take 
immediate steps to alleviate the 
hazardous condition for the school 
children so affected ..."

Darden explained to the Board that 
the new bridge also would replace the 
bridge over Beach Canal, a fixed structure 
with a horizontal clearance of 38 feet. 
Both of the bridges are located on state 
secondary Route 615.

Dr< M. J. Rittner. Assistant Direc- 
tor of Virginia Beach and Princess 
Anne Health Departments reports, 
that the first 700 x-rays taken at 
the Virginia Beach Health Depart- 
ment June 2nd through 5th have 
been read bv the State Health De- 
partment. 28 pathological reports 
were given, among these 5 cases of 
tuberculosis to-be-ruled-out were 
found. 

So far, nearly 4,000 persons, have 
walked through the mobile x-ray 
unit and had their chest x-ray 
taken. The oldest persons was 80 
years of age.

Officials Shows Progress

In the form of a presa 
summary, was furnished to local 
Postmaster, Merrel M. Nash, Jr. 
by Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfleld, 

Another highlight of the report 
concerns the jailing of the operator 
of a fllth-by-mail •<cluh," furnish- 
Ing the ultimate In obscene movies. 

"Evidence that the Postmaster 
General's drive against mall ob- 
scenity Is catching on continues to 
mount," the local postmaster com- 
mented In releasing the report. 
"Complaints from all over the na- 
tion indicate an increasing aware- 
ness by parents of this grave threat 
to our children, as well as a desire 
to do something about it. 

Hare are highlights on recent 
progress by the Post Office Depart- 
ment in its anti-obscenity cam- 
paign, plus further details on the 
cases mentioned above. l t 

L Complaints -about obscene mall 
are expected to be up about 100% 
this year, soaring beyond 100,000. 
Most of ' them*" In'vblve ' unordered 
solicitations of youngsters. 

2. Postal Inspectors are now hot 
on. the trail of dozens of dealers 
in smut and a number of important 
cases are pending with U. S. At- 
torneys. Investigations by postal 
inspectors into ail types of .obsceni- 
ty activities now are running at 
the rate of thousands annually. 

in addl t Ion to stepped-up investi- 
gations,- the -Postmaster General's 
campaign has produced In recent 
day> notable Indictments, convic- 
tions and raids, the local postmaster 
disclosed. They include: 

L In several New York raid* a 
multi-million dollar mail «rder"fllth 
factory," flooding the nation's 
homes with, solicitations, as well 
as obscene and pornographic slides, 
films, pictures and circulars, was 
smashed following Investigation* 
by postal Inspeotors. Three of the 
nation's largest and longest-esta- 
blished filth dealers were Indicted 
and are awaiting trial, 

2. In Detroit, a Federal Grand 
Jury handed down one of the first 
major Indictments under new law 
jptiich permits prosecution of dirty 
16|U dealers at the p6\nf where 
the mail is received, rather than in 
city of origin. Three Weat Coast 
dealers were indicted. One of the 
three was indicted on charges In- 
volving mailing of Indecent adver- 
tising to a 15-year old boy and the 
others were also indicted on 
charges Involving obscenity solici- 
tations. 

3. A married couple was senten- 
ced recently in Federal Court at 
Sacramento, California, to 10 yeara' 
Imprisonment for the mailing of 
obscene material. This was the first 
conviction under the recent law. 
They were originally arrested In 
California on a warrant Issued by 
the U. S. Attorney at Boise, Idaho. 

4. At Los Angeles, one of the 
nation's "obscenity empires," mail- 
ing out thousands of salacious cir- 
culars every month, closed down 
and filed "out-of-buslness' papers 
with the Post Office Department. 

5. In another Los Angeles case, 
one of the most bizarre Investiga- 
tions in history led to a 6-month 
jail sentence for 70-year-old Albert 
J. Amateau. Amateau had long 
eluded prosecution by a clever 
system In the operation of a dirty 
mall club.

At the recent National Conven- 
tion in Denver of the National Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers, re- 
solutions were adopted vigorously 
supporting the campaign and call- 
ing on P.T.A. groups at local levels 
all over the country to support 
anti-smut activities. 

Support has come also from such 
groups as major national organiza- 
tions of professional and business 
women, as well as many national 
Catholic, Jewish and Protestant, 
Organizations. 

And hundreds of the nation's 
newspapers and magazines, as well 
as many radio and TV stations, also 
tiave joined In *he all out effort 
to eradicate smut from tr«» U. S. 
Mails, the postmaster noted. 

These Instances progress in ihe 
campaign against obscenity show 
that we can eradicate this half bil- 
lion dollar breeding ground for 
Juvenile dellnauency," he added. 

"However," he added, "this Is 
only the beginning. This batlle ia 
not over. We have only begun the 
-fight, We must still have the coop, 
eration of the people of this com- 
munity. Every citizen should report 
the receipt of any fllthv mail, or 
advertisements for filthy mail to 
roe, promptly, and I will take It 
from there,"

is disabled and 30 years of age or 
older. Dependents include: a wife 
at least 02 years of age, children 
under 18, children over 18 who 
become disabled before age 18. a 
wife regardless of age with a child 
in her care who is entitled to 
benefits, and dependent husbands 
63 years of age. Survivors Include 
all those listed as dependents and 
also parents who were receiving 
50% of their support from the 
wage earner and, in some cases, 
a divorced wife. 

While it is Important to know 
who can receive benefits, It is even 
more important to estimate how 
much will be paid. Monthly pay- 
ments vary, as previously men- 
tioned, but any worker can obtain 
the information from his social 
security office, it if only necessary 
to telephone, write or visit an of- 
fice and ITflfe worker has a record 
of hU earnings he can be informed 
as to what benefits and-approxi- 
niate amounts will be paid in his 
case. i 

If the worker has not kept a 
complete record of his earnings he 
can obtain a post card from the 
local office, complete and mail the 
card to Baltimore, ^tarytand/ and 
a record Of his earnings will be 
sent to him. 

With this Information the bread- 
winner can then determine how

Plates Third Unit 
In Operation 

Th« third unit of the Portsmouth 
Power Station of the Virginia Elec- 
tric and Power Company was 
placed in operation today adding 
170,000 kilowatts to the Vepco 
system. The unit, capable of light- 
ing a city twice the size of Ports- 
mouth, brings the total capability 
of the Portsmouth station to 370,003 
kilowatts, making .it the largest 
generating station on Vepco's sys- 
tem. 

The new unit was constructed at 
a cost of more than *2U5O0,O0Q ac- 
cording to Miles Cary, Vepco vice 
president. Cary said the new ad- 
dition is a part of the company's 
continued expansion to keep up 
with the growing customer demand 
for electricity. 

Construction Is now In progress 
on 17,000 kw additions to Vepco's 
Chesterfield Power Station, due for 
completion In I960, and Possum 
Point Station, due for completion 
in 1962.

BuiidimM lutk At 
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Progress On Labor Lrgfelattoa 
By Ralph Robey 

To speak of progress on labor 
legislation may appear as unwar- 

E ranted. Actually it k nothing of 
the kind. A bill has been passed 
by the Senate and the subject is 
now being considered by the House 
Labor Committee. There will be 
some bill reported out of the House 
Committee, and It then will be 
discuised, probably at considerable 
length, on the floor. 

The Senate measure, the so-caried 
Kennedy Bill, was passed with only 
one opposition vote. That was by 
Senator Goldwater (RArlz.). Dur- 
ing? the Jena^e debate, McQeitan 
(DdtfA). fa chairman V the Com- 
tdvesaleating labor -arc! 
errfcnf, effaced ssjiecaUinend- 
, to strengthen the -1»1U. One. 
which came to be known as *e bill 
of rights, was adopted but later was 
materially watered down. The bill 
m it oatne out of tfie Senate, there- 
fore, was weak and far from what 
Is needed. 
The AFLrCIO has come out 
"{against the hilt, claiming It Is anti- 
JunKlf Whether this is an independ- 
ent judgment or is the result of 
needling by the Teamster chief, 
.James «offa, is not known. At least 
Hbff* made the charge that Manny , 
resident of AFlXTO, wm not pro- 
tecting labor. 

The U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
■ha* stated publicly that it would 
■refer to have no labor legislation 
rather upon the Chambers belief 
that the bill Is lacking In force that 
It could accomplish nothing signi- 
ficant in meeting lh# labor pro- 
blem. 

The NAM a lap is of the opinion 
that the Kennedy bill is inadequate 
but it has not indicated that it 
would prefer nothing. Rather, the 
NAM has continued to emphasize 
that the bill needs to be streng- 
thened, and apparently believes 
that this is legislatively possible. 

No one yet knows, of course, 
what will be reported out of the 
House Committee. But no one 
believes that a really strong bill 
can come out. This is because the 
House Committee is strongly pro- 
labor. The Chairman, Graham Bar- 
den, (D-N.C), is a conservative, 
and know* what should be done, 
but there ia^elatlvely little that he 
can accomplish with the member- 
ship of hlR Committee. It Is general- 
ly assumed, therefore, that the bill 
which conies out will be about In 
line with the Kennedy bill, and 
perhaps even a little less adequate. 
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What, specifically, Is lacking in 
the Kennedy bill? 

Fir»t, It does not deal with suffi- 
cient clarky with secondary boy- 
cotts and coercive picketing. The 
present Taft Hartley Act prohibits 
secondary boycotts, but the prohi- 
bition has become meaningless 
largely as a result of decisions by 
the National Labor Relations Board. 
Much the same Is true with coer- 
cive picketing. 

Second, thd bill does not touch 
the problem of compulsory union 
membership, which is a principal 
soiree of the monopoly paw*«o|M 



labor union iaidirs aW then* mono-' 
iwiistic praetJcea. Thai It m difffcult 4 
problem, but it miist t*» Solvent If 
we are to eliminate* the double 
standard now prevailing as be- 
tween labor and management. 

Third, no real answer is given to 
what is known as no man's land, 
the area where the National Labor 
Relations Board refuses to handle 
a dispute, and where the states, 
because of decisions of the Sup- 
reme Court, are not permitted to 
take action. 

The original Kennedy bill met 
this issue by providing that the 
NLRB must handle ill cases, but 
this was drastically weakened by 
amendments and the resulting will 
do nothing to spive this most Im- 
portant problem. 

Finally, no mention I* even made 
of the use of union fund* for poli- 
tical purposes and political activi- 
ties. Again, there already is a sta- 
tute on the boks prohibiting such 
use of funds by unions and by 
business organisations, but the 
unions pay little or no attention to 
the prohibition. 

This does not mean that there's 
nothing good In the Kenedy bill. 
All it signifies is that the bill, as 
stated earlier, is inadequate to meet 
the labor problem. 

How much can be done on the 
floor of the House to convert the 
measure which is reported out of 
the Committee into a real tabor 
bill is an open question. Little can 
be hoped for unless the public lets 
its Congressmen know that this 
is the year when we must have 
real labor reform. If we do not get 
such legislation this year, it will 
be a long, long time before we 
have another opportunity.

One of the best things to do is 
to reduce the amount of heat that 
comes through the roof of the 
building by painting the room with 
a heat resistant paint, and/or by 
insulating the celling. Even the 
insulated room will be cooler and 
will possibly last longer If It has 
a heat reflecting cover. Aluminum 
Asphalt paint will help stop th ■ 
leaks and will also provide a light 
surface to reflect heat and makes 
the building cooler. 

Fan foggers as well as large 
exhaust fans which pull air through 
moistened aesorDen* material 
stretched over windows can also 
be used. Fan fogger unfts\ consist 
of electric fan With a fogger noz- 
zle that throws out a very fine 
mist of water in the air. This type 
of cooling system, however, is 
more adaptable in dry weather. 
When humidity is high* the use of 
fan foggers may cause problems 
with wet litter. 

When birds are depending on 
natural ventilation, open all win- 
dows and if necessary make extra 
openings on the north side of the 
building. Put additional watering 
vessels in the house so It'wllPbe 
easier for the bird* to get plenty 
of clean cool water. 

Another way to reduce summer 
heat loss, especially when there 
Is plenty of water pressure is to 
install a roof sprinkling system.

Anthony LaGiglia, 82, shoe mer- 
chant and philanthropist, died 
Tuesday at 6.-30 a.m. at his resi- 
dence, 300 22nd St., Virginia Beach 
shortly after a heart. attack. 

He had been in good health and 
went swimming Monday. 

A native of Sicily, he was a son 
of Michael and Anton ina LaGiglia. 
He came to Norfolk 74 years ago 
and worked for his late brother, 
Salvatore LaGiglia, who operated 
a shoe factory. 

About the time of the Spanish' 
American War he enlisted in the 
Unked States Army and took part 
In the battle of San Juan Hill- He 
caught malaria in Cuba and his 
weigh? was reduced to 69 pounds. 
He was reported as dead but re- 
covered and returned to Norfolk. 

He told friends many times that 
he was "glad to get back and return 
to, .the shoe business." 

His first store in Norfolk was 
our Church street, just around the 
corner from Main, and had a 
frontage of nine* feet. As business 
grew, he opened a larger store on 
Main street. Ip recent yearf busi- 
ness expanded and 'a store was 
opened at Ward's Corner and an- 
other on Church street. 

Although too old to serve in 
World War n, he proved hia de- 
votion to his adopted country by 
contributing one of the large type 
ambulances to the government. 

Wheri floods brought disaster to 
towns along the Ohio River some 
years ago, he gave 10,000 pairs of 
shoes to victims of the flood. He 
heard of a Florida hurricane and 
sent shoes valued at *3,000 to 
assist those rendered homeless by 
the big blow. 

Mr. LaGiglia took his two sons, 
Michael and Joseph into business 
with him some years ago. 

In 1957, Mr. LaGiglia and his 
wife, the former Carmellna Mon- 
tagna, celebrated their 50th an- 
niversarv. Thev were wed In St 
Mary's Catholic Church. 

For years he was a leader In 
Norfolk organizations. His member- 
ships include the Veteran* of 
Foreign Wars, the Norfolk Lodge 
No, 38 Elks, an honorary life mem 
bershto in the Knights of Cohim 
bus. Fourth degree, Roma Lodge, 
Sons of Italy. He was a member 
of Sacred Heart Catholic Church 

Besides his wife and two eons, 
h« is survived by six grandchildren 
and two great-grandchildren.

to Sacred Heart Catholic Church, 
for funeral services Thursday at 
10 a.m.

Miss Katrfaie deWJtt, 12th Strap 
and Ocean Avenue, Virginia Beacb„ 
will attend a five-day Language 
Laboratory' Workshdp at Wellesley 
College in Wellesiey, Mass. 

The concentrated course for high 
school and college teachers of 
French concerns the use of audio- 
visual equipment in the teaching 
of French. The workshop is being, 
offered twice, June 15-19, and again 
June 22-26. Miss deWitt has regjk 
tered for the second term. She 
teaches at Fox Junior High School, 
Pasadena, Md. 

Workshop aiembers, limited to 
28 persons each session, are using 
the facilities of Wellesley'g Lan- 
guage Laboratory, which was com- 
pleted this year. Conducting both 
sessions is Fernand Marty, direc- 
tor of the Language Laboratory 
and assistant professor of French 
at the college. 

Morning sessions of the Worlf* 
shop are devoted to class discus- 
sions, demonstrations and evalua- 
tions of audio-visual material. In 
afternoon sessions the teacher- 
students learn to operated and to 
maintain audio-visual equipment, 
as well as to prepare their own 
tape recordings. Questions and 
conference periods for special and 
individual problerne take place 
each evening.

A New Political Isaae Develops 

New Deal Democrats have de- 
cided to make a party political 
issue over the Administration's re- 
quest for a higher public debt 
celling, and for removal of the 
present limit on the Interest rate 
which the treasury may offer on 
obligations of more than five years 
maturity. Conservative Democrats 
may not go along with this decision 
of the "liberal" wing of the party, 
but the issue promises to be one 
of the great controversies of the 
present Congress. 

The Administration has asked 
for three things: an increase of 
|5 billion in debt celling; the right 
to Increase the interest on savings 
bonds; and removal cf the present 
4} per cent interest limitation on 
all Treasury obligations maturing 
in more than five years. 

Treasury Needs Some Elbow Room 

Back of the request for the 
higher debt ceiling is the hard fact 
that at the end of this fiscal year, 
June 30, the debt will be some 12 
billion above the present ceiling. 
This . can be taken care of on a 
temporary basis, but not indefi- 
nitely, and the Treasury Is of the 
opinion that it must have some 
elbow room, * 

Actually, there Is a large season- 
j al variation in Treasury receipts. 
They always are relatively low in 
the first six months of a fiscal 
year, and much higher in the 
second six months. Even with a 
balanced budget for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1960, which is a 
possibility, there will be a sub- 
stantial deficit between now ana 
next December. This can be met, 
aa it has been in the past, by pro- 
viding for a temporary bulge in 
the debt ceiling, or by making the 
legal debt limit apply only at the 
.end of the fiscal year. 

It is assumed that the increase 
of the debt ceiling will be passed 
by Congress. It has to be if the 
nation is not going to get into a 
seriously embarrassed financial po- 
sition, and it Is unthinkable that 
anyone would deliberately bring 
that about. 

The argument for increasing the 
interest on savings bonds is simple. 
At present 3) per cent, which is 
what these bonds now pay, is 
below many other investments of 
virtually equal safety and greater 
liquidity. This is one of the reasons 
for' the fairly consistent redemp- 
tion of savings bonds above new 
sales. In other words, these obli- 
gations no longer are a source of 
new funds to the Treasury but on 
the contrary have become a drain 
on" the cash balance of the Gov- 
ernment. It Is proposed to raise 
the interest rate to 3| per cent for 
all such bonds sold after June 1 
of this year, and to adjust the yield 
to the same figure on those already 
outstanding. 

It is also assumed that these 
changes will be authorized without 
much difficulty. 

The reasons for requesting elimi- 
nation of the present 4i interest 
limitation on obligations of more 
than five years maturity are two 
facts: first, many of the Issues now 
outstanding yield more than 4) 
per cent, which means that the 
Treasury today cannot sell a long 
term bond; second, if Treasury 
borrowing has to be limited to 
short term issues it has great in- 
flationary potentials, because such 
issues are taken largely by* the 
banks and paid for by bookkeeping 
entries, which means an Increase 
in the money supply. . ,

The great argument being de- 
veloped against' the elimination of 
this interest rate restriction is that 
It would involve higher rates across 
the board. In hearings before the 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
!>othy Secretary of the Treasury 
Anderson, speaking for the Ad- 
ministration, and William Martin 
Jr., speaking as Chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board of Gover- 
nors', denied that this would be 
the result. Both insisted that the 
general level of interest rates would 
not advance and that the cost of 
carrying the public debt might 
actually decline. Their argument 
was that such freeing of the hands 
of the Treasury would enable issues 
to be better tailored to the market, 
would make possible better timing 
of the offerings, and would tend 
to allay the fears of inflation, thus 
creating more willingness on the 
part of investors to buy obligations 
which carry a fixed rate of interest. 

It Is too early to be dogmatic on 
how this particular controversy 
will end. The expectation is Jtha't 
the House will pass a bUI fairly 
quickly, probably giving the Ad- 
ministration what it has asked. The 
Senate, then, will be the real battle 
ground. What will happen there to 
anyone's guess. My guess is that 
after a hard fight the Administra- 
tion will win on all three of Its 
requests.

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Last year the United States ship- 
ped about |24 billion of gold to 
foreign nation*. At the start of I960 
the export waa at a much lower 
rate, but recently the outflow his 
Increased substantially. For the 
year to date the total export has 
been just below S350 million. 
Among the questions being raised 
are what is causing the export and 
Is there any real danger to our 
monetary position as a result of 
this loss? 

As to reasons for the loss of gold, 
the first thing that should be noted 
is our changing International bal- 
ance of payments. This la the total 
of all goods and services entering 
into international trade. Including 
personal remittances, traveling, 
and everything else. Five and ton 
years ago this balance was strong- 
ly in our favor, and there was con* 
siderable discussion about the so- 
called dollar-gap — meaning that 
foreign nations were buying, or at 
least receiving more, in terms of 
dollars, than they were able to sell 
this nation. 

This is no longer true. Our ex- 
ports have declined sharply. For*

term "colorfast" is not a cure-all 
that means a fabric will retain its 
original color forever. 

Strictly speaking, no fabric la 
absolutely colorfast. The term Is 
used to describe fabrics that retain 
their colors so well that no notice- 
able change. In shade takes place 
during the normal wear-life of the 
garment.

eign nations have recovered front 
the war devastation. Today they 
are producing more and are suc- 
cessfully reaching for sales In this 
Mael other nations. Not only Is there 
no longer a dollar gap, but In the 
case of many nations there U a 
surplus of payments due them from 
the United States. It te natural to 
take this In the form of gold, which 
Improves the backing of their cur* 
rency and gives them a better 
standing In the International field. 
A second factor of importance 
la that we have succeeded In get- 
ting international money and capi- 
tal markets largely re-established. 
There* is not yet completely free 
convertibility of local currencies 
Into foreign exchange, but enough 
progress has been made in this 
direction to make large foreign 
credit operations a reality, both 
long and short term loans. Such 
Operations are not routine, and 
never can be because of national 
differences, but there is no longer 
any worry over whether or not 
funds can be received from many 
of the Important foreign nations. 

Third, in recent months there 
has been a sharp increase in for* 
eign investments. Both institu- 
tional investors and individuals 
have turned .more and more to the 
securities of other nations. An im- 

Krtant consideration in this case 
a been that good foreign stocks 
appear relatively cheap as com- 
pared with American securities. 
The total volume of such Invest- 
ment is a small Item in our balance 
of payments, but it is one that can 
influence gold exports. 

On the question of Whether or 
not the loss of gold poses a danger 
to our monetary system, several 
points need emphasis. 

First, we still hold more than 
$20 billion of gold, and that is one-

For example, la 
a white and black checked fabric, 
the colors should remain distinct. 
If the white become gray, ft means 
the black dye has bled into the 
white fabric. 

Fabrics can bleed in three ways. 
The fabric may bleed and, though 
it does not lose Its original color, 
it may stain other, fabrics,; Second, 
the fabric may bleed add l|se some 
of Its original colbr jlpopr wash- 
fastness). Third, a fabric may bleed 
and discolor the water without 
staining other fabrics. This type 
of bleeding Is not, harttiffd, since 
the original color Is retained and 
other fabrics are not damaged. 

For good buys, the textile special- 
ists advise shoppers to check for 
washing, sunlight and bleeding 
colorfastness. The safest guide Is 
the Certified Uandtrat*! Seal of 
American institute ol Laundering. 
When a garment hears .this Seal, 
the fabric has been tested and ap- 
proved to be colOffast t§ washing, 
bleeding and light as well as per- 
spiration and crocking (which 
mearts loss of color by rubbing), m 
addition, synthetics are Mso, tested 
for colorfastness to fa* fading. 
' While the responsibility for 
colorfastness lies With a manufac- 
turer, professional laundries at- 
tempt to safeguard all colored gar- 
ments by using scientifically de- 
signed washing formula$jnost suit- 
ed tor colons and special fabrics. 



duces.) This is far in excess of the 
amount necessary to meet present 
reserve requirements against our 
currency and bank deposits. 

Second, It has long been contend- 
ed that a better distribution of the 
existing gold stock was desirable 
for the purpose of enhancing world 
economic stability and improving 
international trade. The trouble has 
been that no one could devise a 
system for bringing about such 
better distribution. Now that it is 
taking place it would be unthink- 
able anything should be done to 
stop it Incidentally, it could be 
stopped at any time by the United 
States Treasury tinder existing law, 
but there is no chance that it will 
be.*" -*•*-" -*l. * ***f 

Third, our rates of interest are 
now higher than in most foreign 
countries. The difference is not 
yet large enough to cause a notable 
movement of funds to our markets, 
but, If the differential Increases 
sufficiently we shall find the gold 
flow reversed in order to take 
advantage of our higher interest 
rates. That Is one of the Important 
traditional msXhods fOr determining 
the distribution of funds. 

Finally, there's no evidence that 
any of the gold movement is the 
result of a flight from the dollar. 
Foreign balances being held In this 
nation are still increasing, and 
there is no reason to presume that 
they will be withdrawn in any 
significant amount. 

All of this does not mean that it 
would be impossible for the United 
States to get into difficulty through 
a gold outflow. Any nation can get 
Into such difficulty. But up to this 
time the gold outflow has not been 
either of a character of volume to 
Warrant deep concern and worry.

The United States still leads the 
world In total telephones with 65,- 
000,000. Of this number, more than 
10,000,000 telephone* are operated 
by 3,830 independent (non-Bell) 
telephone companies. In compari- 
son, England has 7,3o4,000 and 
Russia has only 3458,000. A recent 
survey also shows that the average 
number of telephones per 100 
people Is about 80% (higher in 
those countries where the telephone 
companies are privately operated.

Fertilizer placement definitely 
influences corn stands, according 
to results of experiments conducted 
by the agronomy department at 
VP1. 

Large amounts of nitrogen and 
potash In contact with seeds were 
found to be harmful to stands, 
especially where rainfall was scanty 
during the germination period. 
Nitrogen was the worst offender* 
with potash coming second. Slight 
injury was apparent when phos- 
phate was applied alone in contact 
with seeds. It was noted that phos- 
phate alone In the row gave greater 
early growth. 

Three main types of fertilizer 
placement* were used in tests con- 
ducted by J. A. Lutz, assistant 
agronomist and assisting field sta- 
tion personnel. They were broad- 
cast, contact in the row, and band 
placement. In the band placement 
method, fertilizer was placed two 
Inches to the side and two inches 
below the seed. Combinations of 
these three methods were also 
tested. 

Fertilizer spread at rates up to 
1,000 pounds per a«are of 10-10-10 
were not harmful to stands when 
the broadcast' or band placement 
methods were used. It was only 
when largo amounts of nutrients 
were plated In the row with the 
seed grain that injury occurred. 

Testa were conducted in 1958 at 
Orange and Warsaw. This year 
th«y are being held at VPI and 
Petersburg in addition to the two 
original test sites. .Yield data will 
be gathered in the fall. 

The tests are expected to run 
from four or five years in an at- 
tempt to develop more Information 
on this problem. 



ALFALFA WKBVIL- HAH BKKX 
TOP IXMKCT PROBLEM IN HTATK 

The alfalfa weevil has been the 
number one Insect problem for 
growers of Virginia's number one 
forage crop this season. 

And Dr. J. O. Rowell, entomolo- 
gist at VPI. says that although 
controls or the weevil have been 
spotty in some cases, generally 
farmers have done a pretty good 
job where they followed one of 
the three recommended control 
measures. 



was some difficulty, however, 
where the minimum amounts (50.1 
pounds of the medium analysis) to 
the acre were applied with bulk 
delivery trucks. Bulk distribution 
of the mixtures was approved 
after recommendations were pub- 
lished, and caution about applica- 
tion was therefore omitted. The 
entomologist explains that bulk de- 
livery trucks are not easily cali- 
brated to deliver small amounts of 
fertilizer to the acre. Where only 
the minimum of 500 pounds was 
applied, the distribution was un- 
even and control was poor. On the 
other hand, where 600 to 700 
pounds of the fertillzer-heptaohlor 
mixtures were applied, control was 
very satisfactory. 

Dr. Rowell reports that there 
has been a rather heavy aplCtlebug 
Infestation in alfalfa this year. 
Where the granulated heptachlor 
or fertilizer-mixtures were applied 
for weevil control, the splttlebug 
was controlled also. This should 
encourage the use of these two 
treatments on alfalfa next season. 
Dr. Rowell believes. 

Demonstrations on the use of 
granulated heptachlor were con- 
ducted throughout Virginia this 
year, and in every case where the 
alfalfa weevil was a problem con- 
trol was very satisfactory. Appli- 
cations In the demonstration were 
made at the rate of 50 pounds per 
acre of the 21% granulated hepta- 
chlor. 

Dr. Rowell said that between 
January 1 and March J 5 (the 
recommended time for application) 
around 20,000 tons, of fertilizer 
containing heptachlor were applied 
to alfalfa in Virginia, The mixture 
is not quite as effective as the 
granulated heptachlor, but the 
time and money saved and the 
convenience of application are well 
worth the difference. Dr. Rowell 
says that next year, a farmer who 
knows the weevil Is In the area, 
and who plan to fertilize alfalfa In 
the winter or early spring should 
go ahead and include heptachlor.

ready for grazing, the agronomists 
have these tips: 

Graze roUtlonally. , ' Let, Budan 
grass reach a height of 18 inches 
jr taller before grazing. Graze 
down to a height of 6 to\g Inches, 
then, remove the animals and per- 
mit recovery to the 1 8-inch height 
before grazing again. Graze pearl 
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millet in the same manner. How- 
ever, millet can be grazed at a 
lower height without danger be- 
cause It contains no prussic acid. 

The 18-lnch height Is the mini- 
mum for high yields of both crops. 
Higher yields can be expected if 
Sudan or Millet is allowed to grow 
even taller before grazing. How- 
ever, grazing should begin before 
the, crop becomes too coarse and 
lower in digesUbilltv—usuallv not 
over 24 to % inches high. 

Strip grazing, or restricting the 
area to be graced to that needed 
for 2 or 3 days grazing, will result 
in less waste by trampling. Both 
Hudan grass and pearl millet are 
jxcellent for "zero grazing"— har- 
vesting daily, and hauling green 
chopped forage to animals. If there 
is more forage than is needed for 
grazing, harvest It for silage or 
hay.

Blister beetles are feeding on 
alfalfa in some counties. They can 
be controlled by spot sprays made 
of 1 tablespoon of 57% malathion 
emulsion concentrate per gallon of 
water. Walt at least 7 days before 
harvesting after using malathion 
on alfalfa. 

Climbing cutworms, troublesome 
on crimson clover, can be controlled 
by -using | pound actual heptachlor 
per acre. Walt 10 days before har- 
vesting. 

Wooly alder aphlds have been 
reported in several counties, and 
are probably a statewide problem 
on silver maple at this time. It Is. 
not practical to try to control them 
on large trees, but a spray of 11 
pints of 57% malathion emulsion 
concentrate per 100 gallons of water 
will help, in .small amounts mix 
1 l easpoonful of the chemical In 
1 gallon of water. Try washing the 
apmds off the leaves and trees with 
a strong stream of water from a 
garden nose. 

Bag won us are beginning to show 
up on arborvlate plants, and this 
is the time to apply sprays and 
dusts, of lead arsenate, toxaphene, 
or DDT. Follow the Instructions 
given on the container of insecti- 
cide.
